Student-Staff 
War Conference 

Wartime Function 
Of University 
To Be DiscQited 

Toronto, Nov. 28.— (C.U.P.)— He- 
prcfcntatives of both students and 
staff of all faculties of the'Univcr- 
ïlly will assemble at an All-Unl 
vewlly Conference Saturday, Dec. 
12 to dUcuss and investieate the 
problems of the University in war- 
time, the Convening Conunittee of 
the Conference announced yester 
day. 

The Convening Committee, 
which has been sanctioned by the 
Students' Administrative Council, 
has been worlclng out details of the 
proposed conference for the past 
two weeks. College and Faculty 
~ student executives have been ad- 
vised of tlic Conference and will ar- 
range for the appointment of their 
delegates during this week. Alto- 
gether some 05 students and 35 
members of the staff are expected 
to attend. 

Thé purpose of the Conference 
was described by Tom Nixon, presi- 
dent of the Victoria College Union, 
•s follows: 

"The Conference will 'consider 
whaf the function of the Univer- 
sity in wartime should be, and 
whether or not this function is at 
present being fulfilled. In view of 
the fact that the Government is now 
considering its policy regarding 
higher education, the conference 
wiU seek to provide it with a crys- 
tallization ,,of . student-staff opinion 
on thé matW.! ^. 

"More specifically, the. Conference 
will discuss such problems as con- 
ditions governing admittance to the 
University, the advisabUity of 
speeding up courses, and of adjust- 
ing courses to wartime needs, the 
role of military training on the 
campus, and the possibility of es- 
Ublishing a University Selective 
Service Board, etc. 

"Although the Conference by Its 
nature can speak only for the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, it will seek to 
co-operate with similar conferences 
in other Canadian Universities, to 
promote a nation-wide expression 
of opinion on the matter." 

Mr. Nixon discussed tjie matter 
■with President H. J. Cody yester- 
day and the Pre^dent received the 
idea of a Staff-Student Conference 
with enthusiasm. 

Dr. Cody stated that he would be 
glad if he could discuss a report 
from the Conference at the Con- 
vention of University Presidents 
which will meet In Ottawa during 
the Christmas vacation. 

The Convention Committee, elect- 
ed at a meeting of students on Nov. 
10, has drawn vp the following

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War Council to Sponsor 
Meeting This Afternoon 

An address by Mr. Tracy Strong will ,bc the feature of a 
meeting in Moyse Hall at 5.00 p.m. today. The meeting, which 
is sponsored by the McGill AVnr Council, will be open to all stu- 
dents. R. Stewart Willis, the President of the Students' Society 
and President of the General War Council, will preside. 

^^r. strong's topic will be "Students Behind Barbed Wire," 
which will probably include a discussion of the plight of students 
in Europe and Asia and the work being done for them by two or- 
ganizations, the War Prisoners' Aid of the Y.M.C.A. and the 
International Student Semce. 

Mr, Strong has had over twenty* 
yeaors experience in the work of 
the Worid's Y.M.C.A. in Europe. He 
is the General Secretary of the 
World's Committee, and In that 
capacity heads the work of the War 
Prisoners' Aid of the Y.M.C.A. 
Until 1941, ail Mr. Strong's work 
was carried on from Geneva, and 
since he has been, on this side of 
the Atlantic he has continued his 
work from here, with two return 
trips. 

Work of Prisoners' Aid 

The War Prisoners' Aid was given 
responsibility under the Geneva 
Convention of 1829 for the recrea- 
tional, cultural, educational, and 
general needs of prisoners of war. 
while the International Red Cross 
was made responsible for their 
physical welfiire. Mr. Strong's or- 
ganization Is In direct contact with 
prisoners of war from both sides in 
various centres of internment, and 
it has been responsible for placing 
those workers affiliated with it who 
arc from neutral countries in areas 
where they can best serve the 
needs of the war prisoners. • 

Due to his activity in connection 
with this organization, Mr. Strong 
has been in co-operation, with the 
International Student Service, 
which is concerned primarily with 
the specialized needs of students 
among refugees and prisoners of 
war. One of his sons, Tracy Strong, 
Jr., has been organizing the work 
of student relief in the refugee in- 
ternment camps in southern France. 
Recent Travels and Work 

Since the outbreak of the war, 
Mr. Strong has been constantly 
traveling In Europe and between 
Europe and America, while his 
family has been scattered in all 
parts of the world. While one son 
has been carrying on the above- 
mentioned work in France, another 
has been interned by the Japanese 
in Tientsin, .China. Since Mr. 
Strong has been back in the West- 
em Hemisphere, he has carried on 
negotiations with belligerent coun- 
tries to expand the work of the 
War Prisoner's Air among prisoners 
of war in all parts of the world. 

Members of the Inner War Coun- 
cil have expressed the opinion that 
McGiil is fortunate in having such 
a man, who has a first-hand knowl- 
edge of thct great areas of conflict, 
to address Its students, and they 
have asHed for an especially large 
turn-out.

Chinese Auction Series 

The War Council is consider- 
ing holding a number of Chin- 
ese auctions.

Questionnaire Described. 
This questionnaire is divided up 
between two forms. One of thèse 
is only for those who are willing 
to enrol ifor the Red Cross blood 
donor service, and should not be 
filled out by students under dgh- 
teen years of age. This is a change 
from the procedure followed by the 
Red Cross in the past Until, the 
first of next week, the blood donor 
service has excluded women in 
Montreal, since the facilities for col- 
lecting the blood have not been 
extensive enough to exhaust the 
supply of male volunteers. This 
situation, however, no longer exists. 
The Increase of activity on the war 
fronts has brought about a far 
greater Inunediate demand for 
blood plasma. Accordingly, start- 
ing next week, the Red Cross is ac- 
cepting all volunteers, men or wom- 
en, over the age of twenty-one. . It 
is also accepting volunteers bC' 
tween the ages of el^teen and 
twenty-one,-Jt tthéy .bring the wxltè, 
ten permission of their parents. ThV; 
compensation offered for the sacri- 
fice of 400 ces. of blood is a free 
meal of biscuits and coffee, this 
latter containing unlimited amounts 
of sugar, and. If last year's proce- 
dure Is followed, the exempUoa'.

Hoping Uiat I sbaU soon 
be able to pay my share In helping 
to rebuild what has been destroy- 
ed." •

md 'dlstlDKiilshe^ "career, for Lily Pons wears 
with honour the famous mantle once carried by 
Dame Nellie Melba, Adellna PatU, Marcella 
Sembricb, Luisa Tetrazzlnl, Amellta Galll-Curci, 
and the great coloraturas of. earlier days. 

^tan ikt Drâgtiljpw^ town in south- 
ern France; 'Mks Pons'* entered the Paris Con- 
servatorjj at the age of 13, where she showed 
unusual promise as a pianist. Though illness 
forced her to discontinue her studies, she re- 
tained her deep Interest in music, and after two 
years of convalescence became' a popular en- 
tertainer for wounded soldiers. One' ot these 
made a bold insertion on the 'scroll of history 
by requesting ai song of the tiny trouper. The 
•Ktreelatloa she ie<^.ved led )ier ■ucoetsfuU; 
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No intelligent reader was shocked by the 
recent pronouncements of 'cither Wendell 
Willklc or of Prime Minister Winston Chur- 
chill; for any person who understands anything 
or cares to understand something about politics 
should have realized the existence of these con 
tradictions a long timb ago. And since the 
logic of things Is stronger than any other logic, 
the shock obtained upon reading the remarks 
of either Mr. ChurchUl or Wendell Willkie 
could well serve as the basis of measurement, 
so to speak, of the individual's poiiUcal under- 
standing. 

The war' which Is being fought today is a 
war not only to preserve democracy and free 
do'm but also to extend it, for democracy and 
Irecdom like everything else In this Universe 
must develop, assume new forms and fiilfll 
new functions. Hence, we are fighting this war 
to provide the conditions which will enable 
further development for democracy. The pre 
war world knew of many enslaved people. It 
follows therefore that if we are fighting for de 
mocracy and freedom we are also fighting for 
the liberation of these peoples. While Hitler is 
lighting for racial cxclusiveness, wc arc fightInK 
for its abolition. If, therefore, wc are fighting 
for the rights of the Polish, Czech, and the other 
people to political cessation, we are also fight- 
ing for the same right ot the Indian people (and 
they are a people) and the peoples of enslaved 
and exploited Africa. 

The argument is often advanced that tliesH 
peoples are Incapable of self-government. But 
this is nothing but a lie. For if à movement Is 
an expression of anything it is an expression 
of certain, historically defined, needs. Their de- 
mand for political cessation, therefore, is an ex- 
pression of real needs of these peoples, is 
democratic demand, and is for this reason sup- 
ported by all progressive humanity. Only Foc' 
cist minded people can think in terms of mis 
sIODS of guidance bestowed upon their people 
or race. No people need liberators! They can 
liberate themselves! And this applies to the 
Indian and African peoples as well. 

The assertion of P. M. Winston Churchill was 
for this reason in contradiction to the great 
ideals of. the^Atlantlc Charter which 'provides 
that every nation shall be given the right to 
arrange ita own affairs as it wishes, and this in 
eludes the right of political cessation. 

But how is it possible that the very man that 
is responsible for the Atlantic Charter has aims 
which prlncipall^^^^^etrit? Though 1 do 
not Wish to delve Int(rtliis question, I wish to 
point to two things. First, that there exists a 
tendency of alienation from the Atlantic Char' 
ter among a certain section of tho British gov- 
ernment; and i^o, that if wc are fighting for 
democracy and freedom in the spirit of the At- 
lantic Charter we must constantly bé on guard 
againstjthe^eleÉaraU which^^^m^ 
it a false^n'terpretatlon; for the alliance of the 
28 Nations, the essence of victory, as well as 
the moral and political reverses of this coall 
tion among the millions of oppiessed peoples 
of Europe exists only by virtue of this charter. 
For this reason Willkie's criticism of Prima 
Minister Winston Churchill was JusUfled. Irre- 
spective of the reasons whch moUvatcd Willklo 
to make this pronouncement, we must realize 
that he hereby assured millions of people who 
may be our "moral resehres" "ready to fight 
aigalnst Hitlerite' tyranny" of the nature of the 
Allied cause, but who are, as many amongs^iu, 
vacillatihg.' Science as yet has not invented à 
"slncerométer," a device for measuring per- 
sonal sincerity. What we know of, 1$ the 
political direcUon of personal deeds, and that 
is what matters. It is for this reason that 1 
cgree with Mr. Willkie; and hopo Uiat oUier 
Allied leaders will not in the future be incon- 
sistent, and wlii solely pursue the policy that 
will bring about a speedy victory and total in- 
tematloDBl unlljr.

Would it not be easier 
to combine all this work,' to co- 
ordinate matters in such a way that 
if you have even half an hour to 
spare you may use it to some ad- 
vantage? 

Why don't we students use our 
democratic freedom to save time, 
effort and money, and co-operate to 
build up a War Effort that we can 
all be proud of. Don't let's wait 
until it is too late. What Is stop- 
ping us now? 

Do we need a place to work^^n? 
I am sure that the university can 
put one room at our disposal. Do 
we need a little money? Well let's 
raise It Do we need workers? Well 
haven't we got 3,000 or more will- 
ing students at McGlll? Do we need 
something to do?

Critlcbm of the "Dally" 
Editor, MèGlil Daily. 
Sir: 

This Is written in connection with 
the present controversy over the 
merits and faults of the McGlU 
Daily. 

Undoubtedly It Is true that the 
Daily has suffered a great reduc- 
tion in her staff, and that thosé who 
remain, to give them credit are 
dioing a hell of a lot by thèmselves. 
But even then there seems to be a 
dearth of leadership on the manag- 
ing board when in ordër to abide 
by the traditional policy, It stOl 
issues DAILY what has become 
merely a glorified notice-board. 
Undoubtedly this same thing could 
have been said at any time in the 
past, but never has the noUce-board 
aspect of the Daily been more ap 
parent than this year. This, as well 
as hurried work by the depleted 
staff has reduced the college paper 
to be worthy of only a fivfe-mlnute 
glance. In comparison with the 
journalistic and human-interest 
style of some of the other college 
newspapers, ours is steadily losing 
ground. Tho Daily has not changed 
in style, policy or. makeup in some 
fifteen years. The only distinction 
it retains is that It is the oldest and 
bestrcollegc DAILY in Canada. 

It is my belief that in order to 
recover its standing in the college 
journalistic world, this last distinc- 
tion too, must be sacrificed . .. . for 
the present at least It is bet'cr to 
put out a better paper every sèe 
'ond day, than to put out a poor 
paper every day. It will allow the 
overworked staff time to turn out 
better work which in turn will be 
appreciated more fay the student 
body. 

If such a plan is ruled out for the 
present ' by . advertising contracts 
and thus budget considerations, it 
Ahould at least be put into effect 
as soon as possible. It is inconsis- 
tent with McGIlI's commitments to 
tbe war that so much time should 
be put into the production of a col- 
lege paper of the Daily's present 
calibre. 

I 9m sure too, that all will agree 
e abolishment of the present 
system of hashing and re-hashlng 
advance notices of meetings, dances, 
sport evénts, etc., unless some new 
slant has turned up, some bqman- 
tnterest arisen in connection with 
the event or unless there has been 
a change in plans. There is noth- 
ing more useless on a page than a 
re-hath (perhaps inaccurate) of the 
previous day's noUces. And if the 
McGill War Daily were published 
only two or three timës a week, 
there would be enough good mate- 
rial probably to avoid this waste 
ot space. The Editor-in-Chief is 
responsible for the Daily, It is bis. 
It : is . high time that he . showed 
some active leadership.

Nominations for legeates, signed 
by the nominee, a nominator and a 
seconder, are to be submitted to 
thé college or faculty executives on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
of. this week. From the names sub- 
mitted the requisite number of rep- 
resentatives will be elected or ap- 
pointed bjr the executives. Hie 
^nes, will then be submitted to G. 
Johnson, IV U.C., chairman ot 
sub-committee on Membership, 
together with an equal number of 
runners-up as possible substitutes 
to avoid duplication of courses, 
where necessary. 

The Varsity, in an interview with 
Johnson, was told of some of the 
practical difficulties that confront 
the Committee in attempting to de- 
vise an equitable scheme ot repre- 
sentation at the Conference. 
"We realize that since much of 
iji^tiie. diKussion would center around 
i^ireyising the Arts courses, the ideal 
g^nethod of representation would be 
to have each course elect its own 
delegates," said Johason. 

"However, the practical difficul- 
ties involved in this method were 
too great, and the Committee decid* 
td instead to make use of the mach- 
inery provided by the student gov- 
ernments at each of the colleges. It 
will be' necessary to see that all 
courses are represented, but as far 
as possible the names submitted to 
us by the college executives will be 
accepted as the official voting dele- 
gates to the Conference. 

."The Committee representing the 
Teaching Staff of the University 
i^lll be asked to see that the staff is 
«AÉdequately represented as far as 
t possible by department heads.

tellectual life flowing, and It Is upon 
the students In tl\e privileged areas 
of the world today that the obliga- 
tion for doing so largely rests. 

Through a definite organizational 
structure within the camp the 
necessary discipline for carrying on 
purposeful activity is at hand. It 
makes little difference whether it 
be broadening the scope of one's 
knowledge, improving one's voca- 
tional skills, learning a foreign lan- 
guage, maintaining one's physical 
liiness, or mastering techniques of 
artistic expressim. AH of these can 
be woven into the pattern of camp 
life and can serve to make the time 
well used. 

A prisoner aided by I. S. S. tells 
of organizing a school In his camp, 
"that was the first period of the 
camp school— one In which we had 
almost nothing to work 'with, e» 
cept our enthusiasm. It was a time 
when a piece of chalk was a thing 
to be treasured,;When the door baa 
to be used as a blackboard, when 
an old worn out copy of Shakes- 
peare was a rarity, and when Tables 
of Logarithms had to be typed In 
long, weary work from the one copy 
that was available." 

There is no doubt of this work 
being essential; the only problem to 
be faced is that we are not meet- 
ing the enormous need which con- 
fronts us. The areas in which as- 
sistance is needed have vastly In- 
creased in recent months. Are we 
going to let down the, American 
students taiceiii in the Far East? the 
Chinese? the Russians, the British 
In Libya and Germany? the French, 
Poles, Czechs, Belgians, and the 
other conquered nations? 

The opportunity has been given 
us to meet the needs of many of 
these students and it is our respon- 
sibility to d6 so. When we see what 
our encouragement and material as- 
sistance can mean to meià' living 
under these conditions, is it possible 
that we shall hide our heads* os- 
trlch-llke in the sands and Ignore 
their urgent cry for help? 

We are hearing a lot about post- 
war reconstruction these days, but 
what does that mean if we do not 
accept the opportunities we have 
of beginning to undergird that 
structure with our activities -\yher- 
ever we can immediately? Helping 
to maintain and develop the in- 
tellectual life within these camps 
all over the world is one of the'iizst 



steps we can take towards this new 

order.
